Mr. Bridgeman. the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
who made an excellent funeral oration, may be 
a paragon of every statesmanlike virtue . . , the 
fact- nevertheless remains that the Geneva Con¬ 
ference has ended ln scarcely gMtlgated failure and 
has revealed a worse banknijwcy of constructive 
statesmanship than any international gathering in 
which this country has been represented since the 
fantastic conference with the Bolshevists #t Genoa 
in t he s pri n g of 1033.

Tells of Our Growth 


A REVIEW

I T 18 ALWAYS a pleasure tt pick up any new 
book which alms to give the reader a good 
Idea of this country, whether It is written 
by a visitor from the old world or by someone 
within our borders. But it is doubly pleesaut to 
hall a book entitled "Canada West" by such ft 
thorough westerner artd able writer sv Frederick 
Niven For Mr. Niven has wandered widely In the 
Immense territory which he call* Canada West 
and no one loves It Better than he does. Both In 
prose and poetry he has eulogized iu vastness. 
its loveliness, iu witchery. 

Niven's book. "Wild Honey.” published three 
or four years ago. gives his early impressions of 
British Columbia, formed thirty years ago. when, 
just out of Scotland, he led a nomadic life in 
company with two professional tramps Who**" 
as engaging <ln his pages at least* as the King 
and the Duke, those precious rascals In Huekle- 

puw.'' rwnm JMSPi?* 

West, Mr. Niven hta studied >t met h«nd old- 
tlmere of ell wru snd condition., prospector., 
miner., trspper., r.acheri. homwtMJlf r«, 
courw. . motley folosy of Indlsoe snd ImUKreed.. 
And the informstlon gleaned from them snd 
from his keen observations here, there, and 
everywhere, from Winnipeg to Victoria, and 
from Lethbridge to the north of beyond, he has 
woven into this narrative. He knew Calgary 
when It wee a one-ilreet cow town and anyone 
Who can teach hack In memory aa far aa that 
has a pcrRct right to tell the world all gbout 
the Canadian west. 

FROM THE PINOS AT R TO THE RADIO 

Some of my readers are no doubt western 
old-timers themselves, and. If a great publishing 
house commissioned them to write s bo ok on 
Canada West for a neW aWWft sntltted “The Out¬ 
ward Bound Library." I wonder what would be 
the first note they would sound'* What Is their 
chief impression of this part of the world? I 
think Mr Niven la right when he says. "Vast- 
—that Is the word." He begins with the 
fiaarw.-..— *pd the ptgsodacty lls, those tnmfutow 
creatures that once rsnged the prairie country: 
then he pays hta respects to the earliest Aborig¬ 
ines; he comes down the ages to the time of 
the Asslniboine Indians, who migrated north, and 
the Athabascans, who wsndered south, to battle 
with the Blackfeet long before the white man 
appeared: and so he approaches the age of the 
explorer and the fur trader. and after them the 
Selkirk settlers, the cow punchers. Riel and his 
fellow rebels, the era of the railway building, the 
|Ntt wave of settlement twenty years ago. and 
the present day with Ite elevators, telephones, 
motor cars, and radio. 

WHEN CALGARY WAR A COW TOWN 

In a Rip Van Winkle chapter. Mr. Niven de¬ 
scribes whst he sew of change in Calgary when 
he returned to It In 1810. snd later in 1830. Here 
Is what Calgary was like when he first saw It 
thirty years ago: “The conductor, strolling 
through the cer. commented in a slightly Inton¬ 
ing voice. ‘Calgary is the next stop.’ The train 
slowed down, snd to the south of the track waa 
a picture out of the days of Oeorge CatUn. an 
encampment Indians on a long leisurely 
undulation of green, a circle of smoky-topped 
.'tepees. A multitude of ponies, sorrels end. bays, 
buckskins snd pinto*. browsed and stepped non¬ 
chalantly. or stood erect, necks eakew. staring 
at the train, presenting to us white splashes on 
their foreheads. Pottering papooses responded to 
those who waved to them from the train by 
raising their podgy hands In the old-time 
peace sign. 

"To the north of the track was s frontier 
town very different from the Calgary of to-day. 
To and fro in the street horses stirred (be duftt. 
jrldden by men wboeelegswere encased in ehepe 
of angora or leather, white men and Indians 
alike wearing thoee Stataon hats of the broad 
brim and high crown. The barbed wire fences 
were behind us. round the wheat belts. Regina 
way Calgary waa still a «ow town, bouyant with 
the hilarity of cow towns." When he returned. 

• the Indians and cowboys had vanished, and six 
taxicab men greeted him when he emerged front 
the station:

Carl Akeley Produces 
Real Good Book About 
Africa and Wild Life 


r lA HARDLY going too far to say that too 
many books on Africa and Its big game have 
been published In recent years. These ac¬ 
count* of the slaughter of elephants and Ilona 
by American soap manufacturers and Brltlah 
army colonels have become rather boring—and 
so have the photographs that Invariably go with 
them 

Consequently, it Is refresh Inc to find a new 
book on Africa which, from It* manner of ap¬ 
proach. Tta way of telling iu story and the message 
which It conveys, la actually worth reading. 
"Carl Akaley's Africa." by Mary L. Jobe Akeley. 
Is the book. It Is quite unlike the ordinary 
"big game" book, and it la extremely Interesting. 

Carl Akeley. to begin with, waa not a big game 
hunter. He was a naturalist. He went to Africa 
to collact an# preserve specimens of African 
wild life for such institutions as the Pleld 
Museum and the American Muaeum of Natural 
History; and this book, written by his widow 
—who went to Africa with him on hie final trip, 
burled him there when he succumbed to over¬ 
work and Illness, and suyed alone to carry on 
his work—la a tribute to a man who hated big 
game hunters and all they stood for. 

Reading Mrs. Akalay'a story, on* learns with 
amazement that Africa’s big game is rapidly 
becoming extinct. Between 1810 and 1830, Carl 
Akeley found an aquaing diminution in the 
numbers of Hons, giraffes, antelopes and other 
African animals. He undertook his final Job 
—to which he sacrificed his life—because he was 
relucuntly convinced that in a very few decades 
Africa 1 * big game would go the way of tha North 
American bison. He wanted to prepare, for future 
generations, permanent exhibit# of a wild life that 
la fast vanishing. 

He did a good Job. and Mrs. Akeley has pro¬ 
duced a good book about it. "Carl Akeley's 
Africa" 1> published by Dodd.

HUGE LOG its , 

Many will recall the purchase by the City 
of Victoria of the huge log shown on this page 
in the spring of 1926. This huge log was 
shipped on the rail to be used as a derrick 
booming stick at the sand and gravel pit. Get- 
ting Tf tb"Victoria was a simple matter, but it 
was a difficult task to get it through the streets 
to its final destination. The "biqgglick" 
measured 104 feet long and was thirty-one 
inches in diameter at the small end and about 
sixty-two inches at the butt. 

Mrs. Kingsley is the oldest settler living 
at Shawnigan to-day. although there were other 
old-timers before her. The old Victoria road 
was the only one used in the early days. It

They take ua back to the days 
when firs had something of the supernatural 
about It; when ths "perpatual light" was a neces¬ 
sity and the domestic divinity had Ita altar on 
the hearth of every home. They remind on*, 
too. that the chimneyed fireplace la a compara¬ 
tively modern thing with us. Up to the sixteenth 
century th* halls of the great manor houses of 
England were furnished with central braatered 
hearths from which the smoke escaped by an 
opening ln the roof. Just as ln tbe old Indian 
houses of our coast It was not until the six¬ 
teenth century that they began to be replaced by 
fireplaces situated ln the wall. In the old 
mediaeval houses th* smoke-blackened Umbers 


around the cabins Just now, for the men r.re out 
on the line or In the woods, and only the sound 
of hammer and saw, from where some carpenter 
plies his trad*, break* the silence. A little further 
on th* railway crosses the reed at right angles, 
and as 1U ties look more invlUng to the foot than 
the soft and muddy ruts with their pools cf 
water. I turn off to the left. The rail* run to 
the reservoir and then turn sway to the right 
and follow a valley along the north barn of 
Mount Macdonald.

THE DEAERTED FIREPLACE 


A THAW In the lowlands by tbe sea Is no*, 
always accompanied by a thaw In the hills, 
but a general rain and westerly winds are 
irresistible.

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Ten Years Prohibition in United States—What Has Happened 


By BRICE CATTON 
(Copyright, 1930) 

’^T’HElT'- the eighteenth amendment 
took lta place in the Constitution ; 
of the United 8tate« on January 16. ten ( 
years ago, a new era In the history of 
tha nation began: an era In which 
genuine prohibition, typotlegglng. graft, 
heated arguments and columns of con¬ 
tradictory statistics were eventually to 
become so * inextricably tangled that 
to-day. a decade later, the whole natlpn 
is trying frantically to get them all 
separated so that It can assess each 
of them at lta true value. 

None of these things was evident at 
first, except the amendment itself.

Major C. E. Dut¬ 
ton; stated at that time that the alternate melt¬ 
ing by accumulation and liberation by the 
explosive power of inclosed water would account 
for the periodicity or regular recurrence of vol¬ 
canic activity without the existence of any 
permanent reservoir of molten matter.

Relict 
mountains are. of course, only the lofty frag¬ 
ments that survive extensive removal of rock 
by we a t he r ing and water.

The rocks ef the continents are so well known 
that It la quite improbable that^ any discovery 
will now affect in any way other than the very 
slightest Imaginable the general average of min¬ 
eral constitution. This average has been taken 
by petroiogists all over the' world and Is accepted 
as very close to granite with a density of 2.67. 
This la due to the large extent to which granites, 
gneisses and other siliceous rocks. Including 
sandstones and quartzites enter into the compo¬ 
sition of the continental crust.

But It was seen many years ago by certain 
geologists that the rock underlying the ocean 
bastnv and the continent* themaslve* must be of 
a different character, resembling the basalu and 
gabbroe. dark rocks with a silica content of just 
over fifty per cent for tome, but generally be¬ 
tween forty end- fifty per cant.

Juat aa the 
target la bested ln arresting tho flight of the 
bullet.

The old-fashioned explanation of great moun¬ 
tain ranges like the Rockies, the Alps and th? 
Himalayas, was that the earth in process of losing 
Its heat, the last stage of its progress from :i 
gas to a cold solid, shrank within, l eav i ng Itself 
with a skin too large for it. The akin thereupon 
shrivelled and subsided l.ke the wrinkling ex¬ 
terior of an over-ripe appl^. and the result ws* 
seen in the mountain chains of the continenu. 
Thla theory of mountain forming, beautifully 
simple as It seemed by analogy with the familiar 
apple, hat fallen into some discredit of latx 
years, because It supports the Interior of the 
earth to be slowly cooling and contracting and 
the maaa of th* earth diminishing, none of which 
suppositions are generally accepted by geologists 
to-day. But fifty years ago the idea or the 
surface of the earth being n thin crust over a 
vast Internal caldron of liquid fire waa so wide¬ 
spread that even Oharlex Kingsley, the naturZUst- 
parson of Evcrsley. speak* of this central furnace 
as probably being the place of eternal punish¬ 
ment. 


The orlglhal observation* have been frequently 
confirmed, and all show that "the attraction of 
the great mass of material ln the mountains t<o 
the north of India la counterbalanced by a 
diminished attraction from the ground beneath 
those mountains."
